LOUIS, Jan. 22.— An appli­ 
cation to the interstate commerce 
commission for permission to ac­ 
quire the Gulf, Texas and Western 
railway and construct two exten­ 
sions in Texas totaling 113 miles, 
has been filed, It was announced 
her© Monday by J. M. Kurn, pres­ 
ident of Frisco lines. 
The Gulf, Texas and Western 
railway runs from Seymour in a 
southerly ¡direction to Balesville, 
Texas, and is 98.46 miles in length. 
The first extension proposed by 
the Frisco is from Vernon, Texas, 
Frisco rail head, south to a point 
at or near Seymour, a distance of 
42 miles, where it 
will 
connect 
with the Gulf, Texas and Western. 
The second extension planned ie 
from Seymour in a northerly di­ 
rection to a point a-t or near P a ­ 
ducah, Texas, a distance of 71 
miles, where connection is made 
with the Quan&h, Acme and P aci­ 
fic Railway company, a subsidiary 
of the Frisco. 
It is understood, Mr. K urn said, 
that the flock Island 
lines will 
construct an extension from Groom 
Texas, on th at railroad’s Amarillo 
line, south to a connection with 
the Frisco lir.es somewhere near 
Paducah.
